DAVID A. WELLS ON SILVER 

The latest contribution to the discussion 
of the silyer question is that furnished by 
Mr. Davm A. WII in a letter to the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial. It professed in begin- 
ning to demonstrate the impolicy and the na- 
tional calamity of making the silver dollar 
singly, or even with gold, a legal tender, but 
before the writer reached the end of hy arti- 
cle he had furnished the strongest and best 
argument yet made against all the objections 
to the remonetization of silver. years 
ago Mr. WILL, as Special Commissioner of 
the Revenue, began a series of annual reports, 
resting on the assumption that Protection 
was indispensable to the financial salvation 
of the nation. As he progressed in these re- 
ports, he being an eminently just as well as 
an able and practical man, his arguments be- 
came mote and more hostile to Protection, 
until at last he reported Protection (to be 
the bane of our revenue system. It would 
seem that in this letter on the silver question 
Mr. Weta, as he progressed in his argument, 
discovered the weakness and fallacy of 
the gold theory, and with his great candor 
and force exposed these errors and inconsis- 
tencies, and himself furnished many reasons 
why silver should be remonetized. After a 
careful and studious review of the whole busi- 
ness, the only substantial objection he has to 
urge is that silver dollars will weigh sixteen

debts in either gold or silver. Silver has now been 
demonetized by act of Congress, and the idea has 
come about that the debtor has in con- 
sequence in some way been injured. But 
will somebody point out wherein the in- 
jury consists? If silver had not been demon- 
etized, and a demand for silver should exist in this 
country in any degree commensurate with the de- 
sire which, it 1s alleged, at present possesses the 
community to pay existing debts in silver, nothing 
is more certain than that would be littleor no 
depreciation of silver as an article of merchandise 
in comparison with gold; or at least that silver 
would return to the average market price per 
standard ounce that prevailed for years before the 
act of demonetization. 

Remonetization of silver in the United States 
will, therefore, undoubtedly bring silver to par 
with gold in the open markets of the world, and it 
will m no way benefit the debtor, if he counts as 4 
benefit the opportunity to pay his debts in value 
less than he received. By the restoration of the 
bi-metallic standard, also, the debtor will not be 
benefited, but is certain to be terially injured. 
He wil! not obtain silveras money or merchandise 
at jess than he would pay for gold. and he will 
thrust upen the community a currency cumber- 
some to handle and use; an antiquated, inade- 
quate tool of trade; a coin that practically cannot 
be used in our international transactions, and a 


policy sure to hinder, if not arrest, the revival oft 


business, and national industrial and commercial 
development. 

We take these extracts from the letter, as 
they show how completely Mr. Wize ad- 
mits the want of substance in all the objec- 
tionssmade to the remonetization of silver. 
He admits that the fall in silver is due toa 
temporary cause; that the remonetization of 
silver will advance the price of that metal to 
par; that it is both legal and honest to pay 
the debt in dollars defined by law when the 
contract was made; that if the silver dollar 
be remonetized, it is possible it, and not the 
gold, will be drained; and that dollars 
will not be so cheap that debtors can pay 
their debts with them to the injury of cred- 
itors.

The wheelbarrow, in fact, will become 
the eqsential, and possibly the fashionable, porte- 
monnaie for all who propose to engage in any con- 
siderable moneyed transactions, if the dollar of the 
f rs is to be made by law the principal circalat- 
ig medium. Ifa business was extensive, and it 

e desirable to pay at once $300,000 (in the

Nevertheless, the mines of the United 
States annually produce and handle silver to 
the amount of $45,000,000; Germany has 
just found use for $96,000,000 of old aver 
recoined in n¢w denominations, and the 
world generally finds means and appliances 
for handling aw immense amount of silver 
without any serious loss or inconvenience. 
Indeed, silver is yet the standard coin of 
three-fourths of mankind. Having had his 
objections to the remonetization of silver re- 
duced to that of its supposed inconvenience, 
and as that objection is exploded by the fact 
that large money transactions are now con- 
ducted by the use of bills and checks, the 
general force and drift of Mr. Wiis’ paper 
will be accepted by the country as strongly 
in favor of the remonetization of the silver 


dollar.

A QUESTION OF “INHERENT RIGHT.” 

We think the [President's Civil Service) order 
is a good deal toe sweeping and too binding,” if 
it is intended to be literally understood. That an 
officer should not be required or expected, as a con- 
dition of retaining his office, to take an active part 
in the management of political caucuses and con- 
ventions, is all right, and the enforcement of that 
probibition is what is really needed, and desired 
by the mass of the people. To go further and say 
that he shal) not be permitted to do what is the in- 
herent right of every citizen, and the duty of every 
one who takes the proper degree of interest in 
public affairs, is going toe far. The President's 
injunction is probably meant to be understood 
somewhat in the spirit of a direction once given by 
a sensible railroad Superintendent in regard to the 
observance of a rather stringent technical order 
from headquarters: Obey orders; but don't be 
Jootish about it." At all events, we who hold no 
Federal offiees, and whose necks are therefore not 
im danger of the Presidential bowstring, may be 
permitted to hope ‘so. - Bloomingion (Ill.) Panta- 
graph (Rep. ). ; 

We prefer to think that the Bloomington 
Pantagraph, which is generally fair in its 
comments, misunderstands, and does not in- | 
tend to misrepresent, the Prosident’s Civil- 
Service order. Under the terms of that or- 
der, no officer of the Government is per- 
mitted to take part in the political organize- | 
tions,—caucuses, conventions, or election 
campaigns.” That is all. He is expressly

THE SECOND SYMPHONY NIGHT. 

The programme of the Summer Night Concert 
last evening was, taken as a whole, the finest that 
has yet been produced. It may be laid to the 
threatening weather and to the past Fourth of July 
effects perhaps that the audience was riot as large 
as it should have been, considering the programme 
that was offered. It was a rare treat, however, to 
those who were present, both in the numbers pre- 
sented and in their performance. 

The programme opened with the overture to 
Genus opera of Horatius Cocles, which was a 
novelty ina double sense. We do not remember 
that a number of Mehul’s has ever before appeare 
upon an orchestral pro 
this particular number 
the first time last i 
country. Mehul wasa pupil of Gluck, and wrote 
his first three operas under Gluck's supervision. 
He was a prolific opera-writer both for the Royal 
Academy of Music and the Opera Comique in Paris, 
from about 1780 to 1800, the Horatius Cocles 
having been produced in 1793. The overture 
which was firat given to the modern world by Von 
Bulow was also used for his opera of Adrien. 
It is a very interesting work, and e constructed 
upon a massive style, zuliarly reminding one of 
Gluck in the finale. The second number was a set 
of dances allemandes, — ** Loendler, Menuett.“ 
and a peculiarly jolly * aden ange * by Bargiel, 
who has heretofore been known here only by his 
chamber music. 

The next number was the lovely Andante Cantab- 
ne of Beethoven, a movement of the sixth trio 
for piano, violin, and ‘cello, in B flat, op. 97, ar- 
ranged for orchestra by Liszt. The latter selected 
it for au instrumental prelude to the cantata which 
he composed for cho solos, and orchestra to a 
poem written by Adolf rn for the Beethoven 
celebration at Weimarin 1870, Mr. Thomas has 
played it here before, bat it cannot be heard too 
often. The opening theme is very sweet and ten- 
der, and yet very earnest, like everything Bee- 
thoven does, It is introduced upon the borna, 
bassoons, and clarinets, and, when it repeats, upon 
the flutes and stringer. It u then devoloped with 
cunstantly-increasing effect, gradually working up 
in crescendo until it reaches a cl that 1s gran

In fertility of imvention, skill of orches- 
tration, and spirited, effective igstrumentation, 
and in its poctical and pastoral beauty it is a gem. 
It is divided into three parts: The first, a day stroll 
in the woods, which is ciosely modeled upon 
Beethoven in its emotional expression; the second, 
a very Schumannish reverie, larghetto movement, 
and the Dance of the Wood-Nymphs, a charm- 
ing scherso; the third, a night scene, with its 
twihght murmurs in the tree-tops, and the midnight 
ride of the wild huntsman, galloping through the 
forest and over the hills very much as Zamiel's 
ghostly crew course throu Ver Freischuetz.”’
